Concerning the substance of the interview, Applicants have submitted a revised section 
of the recently- filed Supplemental Amendment Under 37 CFR §1.116, to correct the 
typographical error for changing the wording to "k=2" on page 2. 

Applicants' representative also indicated acceptance of the Examiner's proposed claim 
changes to be executed by Examiner's Amendment and agreed to file terminal disclaimers for 
the patent on register block format (US Patent No. 7,469,266) and the two continuation 
applications (US Patent Applications S/N 12/196,095 and 12/348,869). 
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The Examiner indicated that he thought the above -referenced Application should now be 
in condition for allowance and would recommend such allowance. Applicants' representative 
thanked the Examiner for his efforts in negotiating the allowance of this application, particularly 
since, in the opinion of Applicants' representative, this Examiner has demonstrated uncommon 
attention to detail not typically demonstrated during prosecution by other Examiners.
